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Ottawa, April 3.—Mr. Greenaway in 
the House to-day resumed the debate 
on the resolution of Dr. Koche urging 
the Government to endeavor to get the 
companies and other corpor- 
ations who had subsidies to select 
their lands as speedily as possible, not 
jater than Nov. 1, 1906. At the open- 
ing Mr. Greenway expressed the hope 
that the boundaries of the province 
of Manitoba would be increased. The 
to‘al crop area lasi season in Manitoba — 
was 4,440,898 acres, and total yield wag 
115,863,361 bushels. But for the policy 
which the late government had pur- 
sued in locking up the land this could

have been multiplied five times over. 
This was produced by over 40,000 
farmers. He was glad that Dr. Roche 


brought the resolution before the 
House because it gave him an oppor- 
tunity in assisting in the work of gse- 
curing the land for the settlers. “Fore-

United States, having purchased 670,- 
000 acres from the Northern Pacific. it 
was with the results of the bargain 
that the government had made with 
the Saskatchewan Valley Land Co. that 
he intended to deal. From Dundurn to 
Saskatoon, a distance of 140 miles 
twelve years before this bargain was 
made. there was not one agent on th 
railway; there was not a furrow turn- 
d in sight of the railway, there was | 
not a homestead, properly so-called, for 
cuitivation purposes. What was there- 
sult “along the“line? Ther aré a 
number of towns with a population 
varying from 300 to 600 where a large 
amount of business is done, supplied 
with schools, churches, elevators, and 
all the other advantages which towns 
of that size in the west enjoy. 
Objections have been taken to the 
way the scheme was advertised. One 
of the first things the company wanit- 
ed was to get the even numbered sec- 
tions sO as to have large farmms. The 
government refused to sell. The com- 
pany then offered to settle the lands. 
This government did business differ- 
ently from the late government and | 
demanded security of $50,000, which the 
company put up. As to the mode of 
advertising, the company started a 
train with eight sleepers, a dining car 
and other cars and went from Chicago 
to Prince Aibert with guests including 
prominent citizens.
